a. BASS explained that he hod phoned beoauae he wished to - 
ea tabllA "i&at contingency plana CZA h ad aade In the eve ntua lity that a 
libel ®alt were filed against his by E« KftlMt . Also, RAGE explained 
that he bad ceaeluded, after his last eeseton villi the undersigned, 
that "he weald be left holding tha bag”. 

b. BASS went on to eqplaln that EBZSB seeaed to be Intensifying 
the attach against hi a (RMJ3). H o w e v er, EASES was essentially ucablA to 
present anything new concerning BUDBS which he had cot reported earlier. 

e. Be indicated his great concern over the fast -that he bed. In bis 
opinion, p er foasiA a aajcr service tor the Agency while the Agency seemed L y 
uninterested In assisting bin la a difficult smaent and situation. 


d. Be re fuse d to fhee up to the fact that, while he had bean 
entrusted with l af caa at lca by the Agency (by the undersigned) about HBZ3B, 
ho had acted cal'* own (at that tine stating that "let the chips fall 
whore they say") sad without Instructions ftsaa tbe Agency. Bow be was 
trying to blcssa .the Agamy ter action which he bad elected to tabs 
without coordinating (or infccadag) this with the Agency. 



e. EtAUB even restarted to nlld threats by stating the t the 
Agency "was obliged to cose to his assistance as he would refuse to tabs t ✓ 
tha rap alcasa*. Be indicated that the Agency would 111 afford adverse 
publicity. Be also tried to point out that the Agency could not afford 
to sit back and do nothing awhile a Soviet agent was authorised to run 
around tbe G8A asshsehed and wn c cB t rolled. 


f . BASS ooatlznaed to insist that the Aggn cy should provide him 
with a letter prepared on official Agency stationery, which he could present 
to tbe Estonian press acd emigration as proof of the fact that JjElEE was 
in fact suspected by the US .Covarrsnant. y 
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
